I The industry endorse* the principle 
of royalty and the collection upon a 
basis that J* fair, both to the public 
and to th$ holders of . Standing 
timber. 

All branches of the lumber Indus¬ 
try are. however, united In their 
appeal for an alteration of the illogi¬ 
cal foundation upon which the pre¬ 
sent rate Is baaed by the Timber 
Royalties Act which la now upon our 
Statute hooks. 

The lumbermen Justly claim that 
the stability of their industry, so 
vital to the welfare of the Province, 
cannot be maintained under the 
pressure of a measure thet is itself 
unstable and unworkable. 

The present Royalties Act whia» 
should be essentially a tax on raw 
material actually taxes till the ele- 
"" ments entering Into the cost of 
manufacturing the finished product, 
including labor, equipment and ap¬ 
propriations for market extension 
and meeting world competition. 

As stated above, the lumbermen do 
not object to the present royalty 
rate.
